BRITISH EXPECT TO BE SUCCESS 
FUL AT MOUNT EVER- 
EST

thirteen explorers are pushing for 
ward in final preparations for the 
third aasault on Mount Everest, the 
great, unconquered Goddess Mother 
of tile Snows, whose head is the high 
est a s c e r t a i n e d point on the surface 
of the globe.

In a rare with th e a n n u a l south 
west monsoon, the schedule for this 
year’s attem pt was advanced nearly 
two month s on that of the second ex 
peditlon of 1922. 
Th** party two years ago was balk 
ed by gales and rains, resulting 
in 
physical exhaustion, after 
it 
had 
climbed to within a half mile of th 
sum mit. 
Four oxygen 
cylinders 
dumped by these climbers about I, 
700 feet below the top of th** 29,000 
foot giant, mark the greatest height 
ever trodden by hum an footprint. 
The present expedition Is headed 
by Brig.Gen. Charles Granville Bruce, 
who is 58 years old. 
Doctors* orders 
and his age do not permit the gen­ 
eral himself to go higher tha n 16,500 
feet or live in parts where the th e r ­ 
mometer registers much below zero. 
He expects, therefore, to direct oper­ 
ations from a base camp about th ree ­ 
q u arte rs of the way up.

Boys of Crow Wing 
County

Three former members of Troop I. 
Boy 
S o o t h s of America, of Pequot 
have been making a Ane record since 
their removal to Minneapolis, and 
affiliation with Troop 9, of the Min­ 
neapolis Council. 
The three Bakken boys of Peqit >t 
nil started their Scouting career in 
this county, and have gone forward 
with slogan “Once a scout— always 
scout,’’ and it is gratifying to know 
that these young men have found 
much of the worthwhileness in th! 
movement to sustain their continue 
interest, and their record should hav 
a stimulating effect on their former 
scoutmates as well as all members of 
the Crow Wing county council. 
All three had become scouts of tho 
Frat Class while members of the Po 
quot troop, and the older of the thee 
Clarence, had been commissioned as 
ass’t scoutmaster under Rev. Hau'e 
who was scoutmaster until his re 
moval from Pequot. 
Clarence and Elmer later left for 
Minneapolis to continue their educa 
tion and this year the youngest o 
the brothers, Sophus, joined them 
With Scouting in their blood they 
did not hesitate to look for an open 
ing in Minneapolis, and when Troop 
9 lost its scoutmaster Clarence Bak 
ken fitted in the vacancy like a ham 
in a glove, and later his brother El 
mer became his assistant, with Sop 
bus joining the troop on his arrive 
this last fall. 
Troop 9 was decidedly the gainer 
for the new- scoutmaster, althou 
busy 
with 
his university 
studi 
found the time to put new life i n t o 
the troop and they have been able 
earn an Efficiency Streamer, with 
score above 90 percent each month 
out of a possible IOO points, which 
denotes n program within the troop 
that has not been equalled by any 
other Minneapolis troop. 
In the recent Scoutcraft contests* 
between all Minneapolis troops Seoul 
Sophus Bakken won the Dan Bean! 
trophy for making fire by friction lr* 
one minute and ten seconds, and ,->o 
far it has not been taken away from 
him by a better record. 
The Bakken boys had earned som 
Merit badges while in Pequot, and 
decided to go after some more in Min 
neapclis. 
Clarence 
as 
scoutmaster 
thought that by setting an exampl 
for his scouts they would work hard­ 
er, so he set out to earn the 21 Merit 
badges to attain the honored rank of 
Eagle Scout. During the Easter vaca­ 
tion he was able to spend a little 
more time on these studies and at tile 
April Court of Awards was presented 
with the coveted Eagle, and incident­ 
ally given a nice write up in Twin 
City papers for his splendid work. 
Not being satisfied with the rank of 
Eagle he at once started for the next 
and highest rank to be obtained in 
Minneapolis, and at the May Court 
of Awards he was awarded the Silver 
Eagle with thirty-one Merit Badges 
to his credit, a rank held by but a 
dozen scouts and no other scoutmas­ 
ter. 
Following close behind him assist­ 
ant S. M. Elmer Bakken is going af­ 
ter tjie rank of Silver Eagle, and was 
awarded the Eagle badge at the May 
Court of Awards, while the younger 
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brother Sophus was promoted to tlie 
rank of Star scout for earning IO 
Merit badges.

the program of higher 
Scouting and so far in the fourteen 
years of Scouting only one scout 
has

time required for him to do so, hut 
we predict that this trio of former 
Crow Wing county Boy Scouts will 
better this mark by several months. 
We are only sorry that there are 
not more boys in the Bakken family 
that will 
carry the gospel of scout­ 
ing to the boys of America, but are 
glad that Crow Wing county has been 
able to contribute and send to othej 
communities 
these young men 
to 
teach the Character Building and 
Citizenship 
Training 
program 
of 
scouting. 
They have set the example f°r 
1,500 boys of the county, and the 
urge in their case has been entirely 
their own, and tile coming campaign 
for funds to finance the work of the 
Crow' Wing County Council should 
meet with the hearty approval and 
support of 
every citizen that th** 
movement may flourish and expan i 
until it takes in every one of tho 
youths of our county and turn them 
into better boys and an asset to their 
community rather than a liability.

BRITISH EXPECT TO BE SUCCESS­ 
FUL AT MOUNT EVER­ 
EST 
By CLIFFORD L. DAY 


( U n i t e d Press* S t a f f Correspondent) 
London, May 19.-—Out in the cold 
and wind and crags of the Himalayas 
thirteen explorers are pushing for­ 
ward in final preparations for the 
third assault on Mount Everest, the 
great, unconquered Goddess Mother 
of tile Snows, whose head is the high­ 
est ascertained point on the surface 
of the globe. 
* 
In a race with the annual south­ 
west monsoon, the schedule for this 
year’s attempt was advanced nearly 
two months on that of the second ex­ 
pedition of 1922. 
The party two years ago was balk­ 
ed by gales and rains, resulting 
in 
physical exhaustion, after 
it 
had 
climbed to within a half mile of the 
summit. 
Four oxygen 
cylinders, 
dumped by these climbers about 1,- 
700 feet below the top of the 29,000- 
foot giant, mark the greatest height 
ever trodden by human footprint. 
Tile present expedition is headed 
by Brig.Gen. Charles Granville Bruce, 
who is 58 years old. 
Doctors’ orders 
and his age do not permit the gen­ 
eral himself to go higher than 16,500 
feet or live in parts where the ther­ 
mometer registers much below zero 
He expects, therefore, to direct oper­ 
ations from a base camp about three- 
quarters of the way up. 
Accompanying General Bruce are 
five other veterans and seven new 
members. 
The old-timers are Major 
E. F. Norton, second in command; 
George Leigh-Mallory, Dr. T. Howard 


Noel, photographer and 
cinemato­ 
grapher. 
The three 
first 
named 
broke the world’s climbing 
record 
two years ago by reaching 
26.985 
feet. 
Captain Bruce is a cousin of 
the 
expedition 
commander. 
The 
only member who has taken part In 
all three expeditions is 
Leigh-Mal­ 
lory. 
The remaining seven 
principals 
are Major Henry Treise Morehead, N. 
K. Odell, geologist: Bi lit ley Beet h a til. 
ornithologist: A. C. Irvine, J. de V. 
Hazard. Major R. \Y. G. llingston, 
medical officer, and E. O. Shehbenre. 
AH are experienced climbers except 
Irvine, who is the youngest mem­ 
ber. 
Irvine rowed in tho Oxford 
boat against Cambridge in 1922 anil 
was in line for the presidency of the 
Oxford I’nivorsity Boat Club, when 
lie decided to walk up Everest 
In 
stead of running for office. 
Part Taken by Natives 
Four 
Gurkha 
non-commissioned 
officers, two of whom were in the 
1922 climb, also are in the party, be­ 
sides a number ot native porters. 
General Bruce had seventy five cool­ 
ies with him on the previous 'at­ 
tempt. 
The mule mon play a big 
part in the success of a venture like 
this, and these are 
selected 
from 
among natives who work regularly 
seven months of the year carrying 
wood from Tibet down to Knlimpong. 
They are men who understand thor­ 
oughly the art of unloading and driv­ 
ing mules. 
After General Bruce returned from 
his former venture he paid a high 
tribute to these native assistants. 
“ I do not think ever before In the 
history of Himalayan exploration," 
he said, "have men been called on 
to do harder, or even as hard, work. 
I think their performance was abso­ 
lutely without precedent. The track 
itself was very rough, the elevation 
was very great, and yet those men 
put a full month’s stores into these 
camps (four or five, ranging 
from 
16,500 to 21,000 feet up) sufficient 
to keep twelve Europeans and fifty 
of themselves. They also carried the 
great oxygen outfit, tents and Alpine 
equipment, and an immense mass of 
stuff. 
Further than that, as soon as these 
camps were established they moved 
what was required to form the base 
at Chang La, Camp 4, and from there 
carried loads for the first climbing 
party to 25,000 feet, and for the 


second party to 25,500 feet. 
I may 
point out that only on oue occasion 
before has a camp been slept in for 
one night at 23.000 feet. 
The camp 
on Chang La was continually occu­ 
pied by quite large parties, as moun­ 
taineering parties go. 
One man ev­ 
en made four trips to the 25,000-foot 
camp, un one occasion carrying as 
much as 4 0 pounds." 
The 19 22 party were camped on 
tho very edge of tremendous preci­ 
pices. falling away to th** East Rong- 
buk and Main 
Ronghuk 
glaciers, 
when they were overtaken by a ter­ 
rific storm. 
Although they braved 
its fury and continue*! the climb, the 
hat th* and an insufficient supply of 
food weakened them so much that 
shortly afterwards they abandoned 
I lit' assault. 
Mountain Had Won 
"The great mountain, with its for­ 
midable array of defensive weapons, 
had won," was the 
way George 
I. 
Finch, a number, finished his narra­ 
tion of th** struggle. 
Stored oxygen, 
"English air," tin' natives called it, 
saved th** attackers from freezing or 
worse on more than one 
occasion, 
The average pace of Major Norton, 
Leigh-Mallory and Dr. Somervell on 
the last stage of their record-break­ 
ing climb in 1922 was about too feet 
un hour. 
Several experienced members 
of 
this year’s expedition wert* In Dai 
jeeling as early as March I. 
By th** 
last week In March plans had been 
perfected for forwarding 
all 
the 
heavy stares and tile oxygen appar 
ntux to Rhari Dzong. 
General Bruce 
expects to leave the main 
road 
to 
Lhasa at this point for th** journey 
westwards. 
Stopping places have 
been mapped out all th** way from 
th** grand base at Ronghuk (’amp up 
to th** Alpine base at 
North 
Ool 
Camp. 
The expedition^ commanding offi­ 
cer expresses the utmost confidence 
in tho success of this attempt. 
He 
believes it has resolved Itself mainly 
Into a race with th** monsoon. 
Pro­ 
vided th** march across Tibet is made 
without a hitch, it Is expected there 
will he a week’s mon* time for the 
final preparations than was the ease 
two yours ago.

This organization is far from perfect, as its leaders would 
lie the firs! to concede; yet on the basis of the evidence we sub­ 
mit that it is infinitely better, in purpose, activities and results, 
than anv masculine organization of similar character 
Political activity on behalf of any existing party is forbidden 
by the by-laws of the N. L. W. V.; and this rule is rigidly enforced 
(although the members are, of course, not only permitted but en­ 
couraged to affiliate as individuals with the political party of their 
choice). The result is that the League in operation gives a Bort 
of preliminary sketch of what the politics of Utopia will I* like. 
Un partisan both as to parties and individuals, it renters its ef­ 
forts on those measures which it believes are in the hest interest 
of the citizens of the United States. 
In individual states the league has secured the passage of 
120 bills anc! has defeated 64. 
It is organized in 846 of 488 con­ 
gressional districts. Twenty- three of its state-wide and 15 of its 
city-wide organizations maintain regular headquarters. 
Thirty- 
two publications appear under the League imprint. 
The N. I*. Wr. V. is chary oft giving out resolutions. 
It en­ 
dorses no projcet without promptly arranging a year’s work in its 
behalf. 
A “get-out-the-vote” campaign is the big activity this year. 
CThf League will also light on behalf of the child labor amend­ 
ment to the constitution. 
International cooperation to prevent 
war is another project, also American participation in the World 
Court. 
The League is .a middle-of-the-road organization; it is care­ 
ful, for instance, never to advise its members to vote for women 
for public other l>ecause they are women, but only if they are the 
persons best fitted to carry on the work in question.

Lakes and OO Round Lakes. 
It seems there are 2,800 lakes which 
nobody has taken the trouble to christen anything at all. 
The c o m m issio n e r favors Indian names, and such ones as will 
e x p r e s s the b e a u ty and charm of the lake. 
Mr. Willard aims to 
compile a roster of names after communicating with secretaries 
of chambers of commerce, county auditors of the several counties, 
asking them to supply names for unchristened lakes

Civic and sportsmen’s 
organizations are asked to cooperate with the agencies named, and 
names should be chosen which spell individuality and which carry 
with them “a thrill of tile romance of the great out-of-doors.” for 
which M in n e so ta is daily becoming more famous.

WOMEN IN NEW STATTS Ah VOTERS 


A NUMBER of critics are busy nowadays pointing out that 
worsen fail to live up to the opportunities afforded them by their 
new status as voters, says a leading editorial in “Thie New Re­ 
public,” recently published. 
While the contention is not wholly 
without merit, we suggest to those who make it that they could 
peruse with profit the record of the fourth annual convention of 
the National League of Women Voters, concluded a few days ago 
in Buffalo, New York. 
. 
This organization is far from perfect, as its leaders would 
be the first to concede; yet on the basis of the evidence we sub­ 
mit that it is infinitely better, in purpose, activities and results, 
than any masculine organization of similar character. 
Political activity on behalf of any existing party is forbidden 
by the by-laws of the N. L. W. V .; and this rule is rigidly enforced 
(although the members are, of course, not only permitted but en­ 
couraged to affiliate as individuals with the political party of their 
choice). 
The result is that the League in operation gives a sort, 
of preliminary sketch of what the politics of Utopia will be like. 
Unpartisan both as to parties and individuals, it (‘enters its ef­ 
forts on those measures which it believes are in the hest interest 
of the citizens of the United States. 
In individual states the League has secured the passage of 
420 bills and has defeated 64. 
It is organized in 346 of 433 con 
gressional districts. Twenty- three of it* state-wide and 15 af its 
city-wide organizations maintain regular headquarters. 
Thirty- 
two publications appear under the League imprint. 
The N. L. W. V. is chary on giving out resolutions. 
It en 
dorses no project without promptly arranging a year’s work in its 
behalf. 
A “get-out-Ihe-vote” campaign is the big activity this year. 
£Tho League will also tight on behalf of the child labor amend 
ment to the constitution. 
International cooperation to prevent 
war is another project, also American participation in the World 
Court. 
The League is .a middle-of-the-road organization; it is care­ 
ful, for instance, never to advise its members to vote for women 
for public office because they are women, but only if they are the 
persons best fitted to carry on the work in question.

From the time of the 
Reformation up to 1858 there had 
been but 317 divorces in England, 
granted by acts of parliament.
